Fur Yor«, Jan. 25.—The storm which set 


jp at 11 o'clock last night and continued until 
noon today was the severest of the season 
far. About six inches of snow fell, and 

was of the wet, clinging kind that fastened

across streets and against houses, blocking all 
traffic. At daylight this morning the work of 
destruction had commenced, and it continued 
yntil the snowfall ceased at noon, when the 
wrecks of trees and telegraph poles were to be 
found on every street, while irregular festoons 
of wires were hanging on every hand and de- 
tached lengths of wire were strung on every 


Worst Storm Since 1888. 
No such work of devastation bas been known 
since the great blizzard of March, 1888, and it 
‘fsa question if that memorable storm was 
more serious in its effects upon the telegraph 
and wires of the city. Early in the 
morning telegraphic and telephonic connec- 
tions were broken, and, while the snow did not 
offer a barto railroad traffic, the prostrate 
and fallen wires prevented the running 
of cars on many streets, and even the elevated 
railroad trains were compelled to move 
cautiously, and were often brought toa stop 
by the wires that had fallen across the track. 
The police and fire departments were 
especial sufferers. All wire connections be- 
tween the various police stations and the cen- 
tral office were broken and recourse was had 
to messengers. The fire department circuits 
were generally broken, and as no alarms 
could be sent out excepting on a few circuits 
patrols of firemen were established through- 
out the city. Men were set to repair damages 
at once, and these two most important of the 
city departments will soon have their tele- 
graph service restored. The same may be 
said of the telegraph, telephone, and electric- 
light companies, all of which had their full 
effective force engaged all day. 
Electric-Light Wires All Down. 

Many quarters of the city would be wrapped 
in darkness this evening but for the fortunate 
circumstance that the moon is nearly full 
and supplies in good part the lack of the 
electric lights, none of which were working in

Early this evening Acting Superintendent 
of Police Byrnes issued a general order call- 
ing upon the police to use extraordinary vig- 
ilance during the night, as the criminal class 
might be disposed to take advantage of the 
disastrous condition of affairs and commit 
depredations against life and property. Up 
to this writing no intelligence has been re- 
ceived of any disastrous fires or overt acts. A 
partial list only can be given of the accidents 
caused by the storm. 

At about 9 o'clock this morning seven huge 
telegraph poles on Fourth avenue, between 
One Hundred and Twenty-first and One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth streets, were broken 
off close to the ground, falling with a great 
crash into the cut of the New York Central 
railroad, effectually blocking the track. 
Fortunately no train was passing at the time, 
but the train for Peekskill, which left the 
Grand Central Depot at 9 o’clock, had a nar- 

row escape as it came thundering ont 
of the Yorkville tunnel just as the accident 
occurred, and was stopped by a signal at One 
Hundred and Tenth street. It was nearly 
twohours before the wreckage was cleared 
and traffic on the road resumed. 

Narrow Escape for Passengers. 
Early in the morning an immense tree that 
stood in front of No. 210 East Broadway fell 
‘into the street, narrowly escaping a car that 


was loaded with passengers. In its descent it 
struct the telegraph wires and carried down a 


lot of poles. All the telegraph poles on 
Seventh avenue, from Forty-second street to 
Fifty-ninth, are prostrated, covering the ave- 
nue with wires and fragments of the poles. 
The heavy poles on Fifty-ninth street from 
Eighth avenue to Eleventh avenue suffered 
thesame fate. One of the poles would have 
ctushed the entrance-porch of the Roosevelt 
Hospital but for the sustaining strength of the 
Wires running to the next pole, which fell in 
un opposite direction. n 

The pole at the corner of Fifty-ninth street 
and Ninth avenue fell upon the Elevated sta- 
non at that point and partially crushed it, but 
hurt no one. 

At 7:20 o’clock in the morning a line of 
Western Union.80-foot poles fell with a crash, 
carrying not less than 150 single wires and 
two cables 2 inches thick, with from 40 to 75 

_ Wires in them, to the ground. 
Imprisoned in Their Homes. 

The cross-bars scraped the sides of the 
brown-stone flats on the south side of the 
Street as they fell and shook the buildings to 
theirveryfoundations. The fall made asound 
like thunder, startling people for blocks away. 
Many of the enormous poles were broken in 
three pieces and the cross-armé were shattered. 
The houses were so blockaded by the wreck

JERSEY CITY SHROUDED IN GLOOM. 


All the Electric-Light Wires Go Down in 


the General Wreck. 
Jenszy Crrx, N. J., Jan. 25.—The storm has 


made of Jersey City a buried town. There is 
not an effective wire to be found, either tele- 
graph, telephone, fire alarm, or electric light. 


Save submarine cables to New York and 
Brooklyn the isolation is complete. The same 
is true of Hoboken. Fallen poles and tangled 
wires cumber the streets in many places. 
Western Union wires are dead on the West 
Shore railway, and the only hope south is said 


to be by the New Jersey Central railway 


lines. All the poles on the vast Hackensack 
meadows are wrecked. The entire police and 
fire forces of Jersey City and Hoboken are on 
duty to quell any fire, there beg no alarm 
service. At one point 100 telephone wires are 


down and messed with ruined electric light 


wires. The city is dark, save for gas-lamps 
in a limited area never lighted by electricity. 
By much delayed trains come reports of the 
utter prostration of all means of communica- 
tion in and from the outlying towns through- 
out New Jersey. 


HEAVY STORM IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


All Communication with Points East of 
Pittsburg Cut Off. 

Harrisspure, Pa., Jan. 25.—The eastern 
part of the State was visited by a severe snow- 
storm last night and this morning. Passen- 
gers from Philadelphia report that. the storm 
was very severe there, great havoc being done 
to the telegraph and telephone wires, and tel- 
egraphic communication is practically sus- 
pended. The Western Union wires here are 
working westward, but Philadelphia, Reading, 
and Washington are shut out, while Baltimore 
and New York are being reached by a long 
and circuitous route. The Postal has no com- 
munication at all, Sixty breaks have been 
found at a point a few miles outside of here. 
It willtake a month to repair all the tele- 
phone wires. It is feared the high waters in 
the Susquehanna will cause damage at certain 
points badly situated for a flood. 

Pirrspura, Pa. Jan. 25.—There was no di- 
rect telegraph communication between Pitts- 
burg and points east of Harrisburg tonight. 
Two gangs of Western Union linemen will 
leave Pittsburg early in the morning to help 
repair the breaks between Harrisburg and 
Philadelphia. 

The storm extended over the entire region 
from Boston through the lower Eastern States, 
Southern New York, New Jersey, Delaware, 
and Maryland. 


Heavy Snowfall in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 25.—[Special. ]}—Boston was 
visited by a heavy snowstorm today. High winds 
accompanied it and the result was that the tele- 
phone and telegraph wires were badly demoral- 
ized. Ninety telephone and telegraph poles bear- 
ing 100 wires each have broken. Communication 
with New York was lost. Travel about the city 
was not impeded much and the temperature was 
high. 


MINISTER MIZNER DEFENDS HIS COURSE. 


The Deposed Diplomatist Declares His Ac- 
tion Will Be Vindicated. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 25.—Ex-Minister 
to Guatemala L. B. Mizner arrived in this city 
from Mazatlan yesterday on the Pacific Mail 
steamer San José. He had, he stated, written 
a full account of the facts surrounding the 
death of Gen. Barrundia, but as yet he was not 
certain that it would not be a breach of diplo- 
matic ethics to make it public until he had 
seen the authorities in Washington. He said 
he thought Mr. Blaine was not the author of 
the letter he received from the State Depart- 
ment censuring his conduct in the matter, but 
that it had been written by a subaltern and 
signed by the Secretary of State without care- 
ful perusal. 

Prior to the death of Gen. Barrundai, Minis- 
ter Mizner had procured his safe conduct out 
of Guatemala. It was impossible for me to 
think of giving all my personal attention to 
the Barrundia matter,“ said the ex-Minister, 
„% as the interests of the United States and the 
peace of the five Republics seemed to demand 
all my time and attention just at that moment. 
Aug. 26 the basis of peace was finally agreed 
upon and I could see that my labors were 
about to be rewarded. 

“The day before Gen. Barrundia entered 
Guatemala on the Acapulco. In finally ad- 
vising Capt. Pitts to surrender the rebel I be- 
lieve I acted in strict accord with all prece- 
dents and with international law.“ 

Mr. Mizner described Barrundia as a com- 
mon criminal who was wanted for other 
crimes than those of a political nature. 

The course taken by Capt. Reiter, who was 
recently deposed from command of the 
Ranger for his share in the matter, was com- 
mended by the ex-Minister, who spoke of the 
Captain in the highest terms. The reports 
that Mizner’s life was in danger after the 
killing of the rebel General were characterized 
as utter falsehoods. He said last night that 
he had never gone armed. He had no 
escort and had never asked forone. He says 


he hopes to explain his course in the matter, 


to the satisfaction of all. He will remain in 
this city for the present and then proceed to 
Washington to state his case to the Secretary. 
Mr. Mizner is not oversanguine that the 
treaty between the five Republics will last 
long. Both Guatemala and Salvador are buy- 
ing arms and ammunitior in Europe and in 
other ways preparing for a war that he thinks 


will not be long delayed.

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INGALLS TAKES COMMAND. 


THE SPUNKY KANSAN WILL CONDUCT 
HIS OWN CAMPAIGN. 


His Forces Well in Hand—They Are Full 
of Confidence and Eager for the Fray— 
Alliance Men Badly Rattled—Lack of 
Leadership in a Fair Way to Cause 
Their Defeat—G. A. R. Men Hard at 
Work for Ingalls. 

Toprxa, Kas., Jan. 25.—[{Special.]—The 
night falls on this situation: Ingalls forces 
buoyant and confident, Alliance forces dis- 
trustful and secretive. Ingalls forces camped 
on an open field, Alliance forces mightily in 
the grass. Ingalls already in the saddle, 
firm in the stirrups and ready for the fray— 
he having received the caucus order to take 
command, Alliance forces without a Captain 
and uncertain to date where they will find 
one. The Alliance skirmish begins tomorrow 
night. Twenty men are supposed to be in 
hiding, and the Alliance, if it is true to its 
principles, will go on a hunt for one, for it is 
the first tenet of the Alliance that the office 
shall hunt up the man for the office, drag him 
from the bosom of his family, and force him 
to sacrifice himself on the gridiron. When 
the Alliance men held their secret meeting 
Saturday night they sent out skirmishers to 
find such men and they found twenty who re- 
luctantly came down, each with his protest 
against being sent to Washington, but each 
willing to submit. 

The caucus Monday night is for the purpose 
of naming one from this list to succeed Ingalls. 
If one is found, then the first engagement will 
occur Tuesday. Ingalls will be then nom- 
nated in the Senate and balloted for, and as 
there are thirty-eight Ingalls men and one 
Democrat and one Alliance man in the Senate 
it doesn’t require any smartness to foretell 
the result there. In the House there are 
ninety-three Alliance men, twenty-four Re- 
publicans, and eight Democrats. The 
Alliance men may stick to their 
caucus nominee if one is found, or 
they may svatter, each faction giving its 
man a show. The Republicans will be like 
the old guard for Ingalls and the Democrats 
will probably honor somebody with a small 
bouquet. That will end the first engagement. 

A Grand Army Stampede. 

The forces will retire and Wednesday the 
joint session will meet and then the revelry 
will begin, and may be it will end before 
nightfall. If the Alliance finds its man to- 
morrow night and the club is used that will 
settle it. There is the rub, That's what 
creates the uncertainty now. The Alliance 
men are holding back everything. They are 
afraid of their shadows. The prediction is 
made by some who are said to 
be on the inside that the old soldier 
element in the Alliance cannot be kept from 
throwing themselves on the side of Ingalls 
when he shall march into the House from the 
Senate chamber. These same knowing ones 
assure you that no caucus action on earth can 
prevent this. 

One of these prophets said to Tur Trrpunz 
correspondent tonight: Tomorrow peti- 
tions will be read in the House from every 
Grand Army post in Kansas asking for the re- 
election of Ingalls. These petitions will not 
come from the posts as posts, but from lead- 
ing men in each post. This will get around 
the objection that the G. A. R. is non-political. 
A G. A. R. man may ask for the world as an 
individval, but that does not affect the G. A. 
R. as a post or as a body. 

This same informant further adds: In- 
galls will be reélected. I can’t tell you the 
plan. It would not be policy. But when it is 
over the country will see how it was done and 
then it will be seen that this last battle of Mr. 
Ingalls’ is the best planned of all and he will 
rise up as one of the shrewdest organizers of 
the country. This orgdnization is in the 
hands of five as shrewd men as ever went into 
a contest. The game can’t be beat.“ 

Livingstone Working for Ingalls. 

The Ingalls men have gained ground con- 
siderably today. They claim the old soldier 
element in addition to their own forces, and 
the speech of Livingstone, President of the 
New York Alliance, delivered here Saturday 
night, in which he gave away the secret of the 
Confederate end of the Alliance, has opened 
the eyes of some of the Alliance folks here. 
Livingstone is here for Ingalls. He put up at 
Ingalls’ hotel, where the Republicans are en- 
camped, and went to bed. At midnight one 
of the Kansas Alliance men knocked at his 
door and told him for God’s sake to get up, 
as he wasina nest of thieves. Livingstone 
has been telling this story. He also 
has letters in his pocket from Southern Alli- 
ance men in which they state that when the 
Alliance comes into power they will cut off 
the pension of the old soldier; and this has 
stopped some of the Alliance men here mo- 
mentarily at least. 

He Is a Long-Headed Man. 

Livingstone is a long-headed man. He says 
to the Kansas Alliance man: Lou didn’t let 
the Southern Brigadier bulldoze you some 
years ago; why are you afraid of him now, 
and why do you let him bulldoze you now?” 
The trouble with the Kansas Alliance man 
who is here is that he has no one to answer 
Livingstone’s queries. One man undertook 
it by citing Ingalls’ early political career. 
But Livingstone came back at him 
with the remark that Ingalls had 
made up for all that by his 
standing up in his seat in the Senate ever 
since, making amends for his early shortcom- 
ings; that he had fought in the Senate for 
the old soldiers not only of Kansas but of the 
Nation, with a big N; and that he had fought 
the Southern Brigadier from the same place 
as valiantly asthe old soldier fought him in 
the field. The brains of the Alliance here 
used to be in the field, and when this sort of 
an argument is made they go off and sit down 
in a dark corner and twirl their thumbs, and 
if any one approaches them they get up and 
walk away. They act asif they were afraid 
of being convinced. 

Willitts May Get the Plum. 


Nobody enjoys this dilemma of the Alliance 
more than the Republicans. It is difficult, as 
will be seen from the foregoing, to say much 
for the Alliance. They have a dark room on 
a side street where they go about ten times a 
day and night. When they assemble they lock 
the door and puta guard behind it, and no 
man can enter unless he has the Alliance 
birthmark, the Alliance grip, and the Alliance 
password. They won't talk to any one on the 
street. If you want one of them to say any- 
thing you have to follow him out of town, and 
then somebody else follows you and the Alliance 
man gets scared at the third man and you 
have had your trouble for nothing: If any one 
has the call today forthe Senatorship from 
the Alliance it is Willitts. He is more talked 
of than any other man, but not by the Alhance. 
Bless their souls, they don’t talk about any- 


body. 

Somebody has tried to make it appear that 
Harris of Leavenworth will be the man. He is 
the ablest man in the Alliance. He represents 
every principle of that combination, but Har- 
ris is an ex-Confederate. It may be that the 
time has come when an ex-Confederate can 
represent loyal Kansas in the United States

TWO REPUBLICAN VOTES LOST. 


Alliance Men Decide to Unseat Two of 
Ingalls’ Followers. 

Torka, Kas., Jan. 25.—Important action 
was decided upon here today. That was the 
unseating of two Republican Representatives, 
reducing Mr. Ingalls’ forces by that number. 
The Committee on Privileges and. Elections 
met early this morning to consider the two 
contested election cases which still remain to 
be disposed of. They were the cases of Reedy, 
Alliance, against Boyer, Republican, from 
Lyons County, and Maxwell, Alliance, against 
Rood, Republican, from Marion County. 

Boyer was declared elected by seven ma- 
jority and Rood and Maxwell were tied. The 
committee is composed of four Alliance men, 
two Republicans, and one Democrat. The 
majority reported that the sitting members 
were elected by fraud and the corruption of 
voters, and recommends that the contestants 
be given their seats. Speaker Elder of the 
House was informed ot the committee’s de- 
cision. He immediately called a caucus of 
the Alliance members. The caucus was, as 
usual, secret. It was brief, however. 

From one of the members it was learned 
that it had unanimously decided to adort the 
majority report of the committee the first 
thing at tomorrow’s session, and seat the con- 
testants in time to give them a vote on the 
Senatorial question the following day. This 
action will increase the vote of the Alliance in 
joint ballot to 64, and will reduce the Repub- 
lican vote to 84. The Alliance will then have 
30 plurality over the Republicans, and a ma- 
jority of 21 over all. It will require 83 votes 
in joint ballot to elect. 

Speaker Elder said today that by no possible 
means could Mr. Ingalls be reélected, Ninety- 
one members, he said, were honor bound to 
vote against Mr. Ingalls, and he had no doubt 
that the two new members to be seated in the 
places of Republican incumbents would also 
give their pledges to the same effect. It was 
at last night’s caucus that these pledges were 
given, 


HELP FROM THE DEMOCRATS, 


Bourbon Senators Would Prefer Ingalls to 
an Alliance Man, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special. ]— 
The talk about Senator Ingalls having the aid 
of Senator Gorman and other Democratic 
leaders in his fight for reélection is not alto- 
gether baseless. When the results of the No- 
vember election were known Gorman showed 
the liveliest interest in Ingalls’ future.

MILES EXPECTED TODAY. 


HE MAY BRING 200 INDIAN WAR. 
RIORS WITH HIM, 


The Delegation of Sio Chiefs Not All 
Selected—A Civilian’s Observations at 
Pine Ridge—The Story of the Troubles, 
He Says, Has Only Been Half Told—In- 
cidents of the War with the Hostiles— 
Evidences of the Good Marksmanship of 
Officers and Privates. 


Gen. Miles did not arrive from Pine Ridge 
yesterday, as expected, but will probably 
reach the city today. He will be unaccom- 
panied by Sioux chiefs, and the ten selected 
will go to Washington in convoy of an agent 
of the Interior Department. The delegation, 
as chosen thus far, is three short of the re- 
quired number. The chiefs are Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-His-Horses, Crow Dog, He Dog, Lit- 
tle Wound, Big Road, Kicking Bear, and Two 
Strike. American Horse, the great Sioux ora- 
tor, was originally selected, but the other 
chiefs assert that if he goes they will not. The 
Horse is an object of suspicion and jealousy. 
The intent of the chiefs is to induce their 
Father Harrison” to give then more ra- 
tions, and indemnity to the friendlies for 
losses suffered in the campaign. 

It is said that Gen. Miles will presently 
bring 200 Sioux warriors to this city, although 
for what purpose is not known. 

“There will be a sort of guerrilla war all 
winter on the Sioux Reservation, and when 
the grass gets green in the spring there will be 
a general Indian outbreak, You can buy 
pools on this prediction.” 

The speaker was one of yesterday’s arrivals 
from Pine Ridge, and he talked as one in- 
vested with the spirit of prophecy. For the 
last three weeks he has been at the ridge and 
figured in some of theskirmish shooting and 
killing that have given zest to affairs in that 
section. 

“The Indians are not subdued; they were 
partly driven in by the cold weather and partly 
persuaded by Young Man Afraid of His 
Horses. He is the only hereditary Sioux 
chief left. The others who are acknowledged 
leaders have risen to eminence by reason 
of their political craft or personal courage. 
Young-Man (etc.) is a friendly. His voice has 
been against war from the start, but how he 
will feel when the grass starts and horses can 
feed is another matter. 

„As I said, in my judgment the Sioux will 
leave their reservations in the spring and the 
result will be the bloodiest war of border his- 
tory. Nearly all the Northern blanket In- 
dians will be in it, and it is by no means cer- 
tain that the tribes in the Indian Territory 
and the Southwest will remain quiet. The 
Apaches have never been off the warpath, as a 
matter of fact, and the Cheyennes are always 
uneasy in the spring. Ido not believe that 
there will be any large army of the aborigines. 
They prefer to do their fighting in small 
bands. They are the finest skirmishers in the 
world. What has caused this yearning for 
blood on the part of the Sioux? They have 
been robbed by agents and half starved—but 
that’s ancient history. 

“* The Indians counted as friendly now will 
wear war-paint when the prairies are green. 
They have suffered more from the campaign 
than the hostiles themselves. When the In- 
dians were ordered to come into the agency 
the Ogallalas were the first to respond. They 
left their houses, ponies, cattle, and farming 
implements and went into camp at Pine 
Ridge in tepees. Then followed the Brules, 
who fired the houses, smashed the mowing- 
machines, killed the cattle, and stole the 
horses. Their coming was advertised long in 
advance of their arrival by the columns of 
smoke arising from Ogallala cabins. They 
even destroyed wagons in front and within 
easy gunshot of the agency. 

Ogallalas Are Disgusted. 

„The Ogallalas are naturally sore, They are 
left absolutely with nothing. If their claims 
are not allowed before spring they will surely 
make trouble. One of them said to me: 

„What's the use of being a good Indian? 
The Brules came in when they got ready; 
they killed cattle and stole horses, and now 
they are fed on crackers and bread. We 
came in and lost everything and are given 
nothing.’ é 

Put in that way it does look as if the non- 
fighters got much the worst of it. About this 
‘friendly’ business, I’m inclined to take 
little stock in it. The other day when the 
Indians were disarmed there were but 180 
rifles turned in from 1,500 bucks. It is 
known to a certainty that at least 1,400 of 
these had Winchesters, Sharps, Colts, and 
other magazine or breech-loading arms. Of 
the 180 but six were magazine guns. The 
others were old-timers, of which the patterns 
have been lost for years. Some of them had 
barrels three feet and others forty-two inches 
in length. It has been the custom to 
burn guns after a surrender. It was 
remarked that after turning them in the bucks 
retired to a distance. Gen. Miles caused an 
examination to be made of the weapons and 
every one was found loaded half-way to the 
muzzle with scrap-iron, nails, bullets, and 
anything that would kill. If the usual bonfire 
had been made there would not have been a 
dozen whites left alive at the agency. The 
bucks who turned in this assortment of useless 
iron said they were all friendly. Their arms 
have been ‘ cached,’ and will be forthcoming 
when needea. 

„When the Indians came into the agency 
they created some excitement. It was sup- 
posed they would come direct to Pine Ridge, 
but they did not. Early in the morning a long 
train of wagons, driven by the squaws and 
containmg the children and meager house- 
hold effects, skirted the buttes below 
Pine Ridge. It seemed as if the 
line were interminable. While we were 
watching them there suddenly appeared half 
way up the hill a line of Indian infantry. 
They had their blankets over their heads, 
with the muzzles of their rifles sticking out 
very shiny and suggestive. The men walked 
slowly and about three feet apart. When the 
line had passed the agency the men came 
down on one knee and the cavalry came in 
view. These latter went through all sorte of 
maneuvers, thoroughly precise in everything, 
and so well trained that until we got glasses 
on them we thought they were the Ninth Reg- 
iment. They kept up the circus for hours— 
the Indian is nothing if not dramatic—and, 
when they thought the soldiers sufficiently im- 
pressed, came to the agency. 

Not Half the Truth Known, 

4% The hard fighting of this campaign has 
not yet been told, At Wounded Knee out of 
250 Indians a long way more than 200 were 
killed or wounded, and the latter are dying in 
the church at Pine Ridge, which is their hos- 
pital, daily. Of seventy soldiers in Troop K 
of the Seventh Cavalry who went into the fight 
thirty-four were killed and not ten escaped 
unhurt. When Gen. Miles reviewed the 
troops the other day there were but twenty- 
six of this company in line, and the majority 


failure. So 


they throw away their store 
clothes, put on blankets, and become murder- 
ers. It was a Carlisle student who killed 
Lieut. Casey; two more were killed in front 
of Pine Ridge. 

The war has developed some fine shots in 
the army, as the large percentage of fatally 
wounded Indians shows. The finest shot I ever 
Saw was made by a little German 
who worked a Hotchkiss gun, A wagon con- 
taining three hostiles was passing along a 
ridge 1,800 yards distant. The Dutchman 
sighted alongside his piece and cut loose. 
The shell struck the wagon just under the 
seat and the whole outfit apparentiy exhaled. 
It was there and it was not. The hostiles never 
kuew what caused it. 

A Sharpshooter’s Deed. 

“Then I saw a soldier witha Springfield kill 
an Indian at 800 yards. The buck was horse- 
back and was dropping bullets in among us 
from a Winchester quite frequently to be 
wholly pleasant. A private took a sight at 
him and knocked him ‘from his horse with the 
first shot. The Indian attempted to rise and 
the Major who was conducting the affair ad- 
ved the soldier to try another. The second 
did the work, for with a few contortions the 
Brule spread himself out on the prairie, dead.“ 

C. G. Seymour, a newspaper man of this 
city, returned from Pine Ridge yesterday after 
a month of the campaign. He brought with 
him for the Whitechapel Club a large and val- 
uable collection of Indian curios and relics of 
the war. There are several war vests of beads 
embroidered on deer skin, some of the designs 
being quite intricate; a papoose blanket of 
similar material, a saddle blanket, and num- 
erous war bags and pouches, together witha 
bow and arrows anda heavy red clay pipe 
complete the list of bric-a-brae which will not 
cause ashudder. For the chamber of horrors 
Mr. Seymour brought a ghost shirt taken from 
& squaw found dead at Wounded Knee. The 
shirt is of white cotton cloth embroidered 
with yellow, and is covered with 
blood. On the right side is a 
hole made by the half-inch bullet which cut 
short the woman’s dance. Crow Dog’s hat, 
with which the Dog parted in exchange for a 
plush cap, also adorns the Whitechapel walls, 
as does also a hat taken from an Indian who 
was killed at 1,700 yards by a Lieutenant. A 
ragged hole in the crown shows where the 
Hotchkiss shell struck, and the blood inside 
indicates that it did its work. The Indian 
who wore the hat had his head only above a 
ridge of land. Considering the distance the 
young army officer was congratulated on the 
accuracy of his aim. The Indian was 
a good shot himself and had disabled two sol- 
diers just prior to his taking off. The most 
interesting relic is an old pattern Springfield 
rifle which was taken from the iron grasp of 
a dead warrior. It was one of the guns capt- 
ured by Sitting Bull’s men at the Little Big- 
Horn massacre, and was retaken by the * 
enth at Wounded Knee. 


WILL ARM THE CITIZENS, 


Minnesota Officials Preparing for a Possi- 
ble Outbreak of Chippewas. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Jan. 25.—[Special.}—Ad- 
jutant-General Mullen telegraphs from St. 
Hilaire this evening that there is no change in 
the situation around Thief River Falls, The 
Chippewas continue to threaten the whites, 
but it is believed a judicious display of Win- 
chesters will cause a subsidence of the trouble 
without bloodshed. Gen. Mullen has sent dis- 
patches to Capt. F.W. Burnham of Company F, 
First Regiment, located at Fergus Falls, and to 
A. J. Vaughness of Company I, Third Regi- 
ment, located at Ada, not to march to the Red 
Lake reservation, but to hold their troops in 
readiness for the receipt of urgent orders. 
After a careful survey of the field Gen. Mullen 
has concluded to place 100 stand of arms and 
2,000 rounds of ammunition in the hands of 
citizens of Thief River Falls. Investigation 
shows that the serious trouble between the 
whites and Chippewas has resulted not from 
the Messiah craze, but from the depredations 
of the former upon the timber upon the reser- 
vation. Gen. Ruger, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, is giving the speck of war 
attention, but he says he does not apprehend 
that it will be necessary to order out any reg- 
ulars from Fort Snelling. 


DESPERATE WAGE STRUGGLE, 


It Will Begin in the Connellsville Coke 
Regions Feb. 10. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Jan. 25.—[Special. ]}—Prep- 
arations are being made by the 12,000 Knights 
of Labor of the Connellsville coke region and 
their employers for a prolonged and desperate 
wage struggle. From present indications nei- 
ther side will concede sufficient to make an 
amicable settlement possible. The annual 
convention of the men closed at Scottdale last 
night and it was decided to notify the operat- 
ors that they must meet them by Feb. 2 to 
confer, otherwise a strike involving the entire 
region would be declared the 10th of Febru- 
ary. 

The operators claim that the demands of the 
men are ridiculous. They say the workers 
should accept a decrease instead of asking 
for an increase in wages. The heavy consum- 
ers of coke show plainly that they are expect- 
ing a strike. At the Edgar Thomson Steel 


‘Works of Carnegie Bros. & Co. thousands of 


tons of coke are stacked. The yards are 
choked to the very gates with the fuel. The 
management has piled up sufficient to run the 
works nearly three months. This is regarded 
as proof positive that the Carnegie firms and 
the H. C. Frick Coke company, which con- 
trols two-thirds of the region, expect a strike 
next month. Other firms are following the 
same policy. They are accumulating coke in 
quantities away ahead of the necessities of im- 
mediate consumption. The ovens in the 
region which are now out of blast produced 
the coke that supplied the twenty-six Mahon- 
ing and Shenango Valley furnaces recently 
shut down.

THE QUICK SETTLEMENT OF ELECTION 
CONTESTS. 


Among the decisions given by the Supreme 
Court last week is one which deserves the 
thoughtful consideration of the General As- 
sembly. The candidates for the office of 
Treasurer of Adams County in 1886 were 
Bechensmeyer, Republican, and Kreitz, Dem- 
ocrat. The certificate of election was given 
to the latter, but the former claimed that he 
was elected and began a contest in the Circuit 
Court, where the decision was against him. 
From there he took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, which four years and some months 
after the election has reversed the lower court 
and declared Bechensmeyer entitled to the 
office. But the term for which he was elected 
has expired and the man who was not elected 
has pocketed all the emoluments of the office. 
Ashe was killed in a railroad accident a few 
weeks ago he cannot well be made to give 
them up. 

This pleasing instance of baffled justice and 
the law’s delays will recall to the memory of 
Chicagoans the Mayoralty election of 1885. 
Mr. Harrison was declared elected, but his 
apparent small majority was due unquestiona- 
bly to fraudulent votes. Judge Smith began 
a contest. Although it was promised at the 


| outset that no delays should be interposed, the 


suit was dragged out so by the dilatory tactics 
of the other side that after about a year had 
elapsed Judge Smith withdrew from what was 
evidently a hopeless undertaking. It was clear 
that the two years’ term of the Mayor would 
be long past before a decision would be 
reached. 

The occurrence of such cases as these makes 

it the duty of the Legislature to settle on some 
way in which election contests can be deter- 
mined speedily. There might as well be no 
law on the subject as one under which it 
takes about four and a quarter years to decide 
who shall have a four-years’ office. This 
makes it a little discouraging to contest an 
election even when the contestant has unim- 
peachable evidence to support and prove his 
case. 
Provision should be made for the immedi- 
ate trial of such a suit. If the court which 
should hear it is not in session it should be 
compelled to begin business at once. Delays 
should not be permitted. The case, once be- 
gun, should be rushed through to a finish. If 
the decision of a lower court is appealed from 
the appeal should be heard at once. Luckily 
such cases involving the right to an office do 
not have to be strained through the Appellate 
Court but go direct to the Supreme Court. 

One of the great causes of election frauds in 
this State has been the fact that the man who 
stole the office could not be turned out of it 
by legal proceedings before the term was up. 
That kind of larceny was profitable and went 
unpunished. But with provision made for 
the swift ejectment of the man whom the peo- 
ple had not chosen it would not pay to run in 
illegal votes and falsify returns. So the Leg- 
islature should not adjourn without passing a 
law on the subject of election contests which 
will amount to something. 


THE GLASS TABLEWARE TRUST. 

A Pittsburg dispatch etates that a glass 
tableware trust has been organized and 1s in 
working order. It 1s stated further that the 
first thing it will do, probably, will be to close 
a number of the factories for some weeks 
till the condition of trade will warrant re- 
sum ption.”’ 

These manufacturers went before the Ways 
and Means Committee last session and said 


that, in spite of protective duties of 40 and 45 


per cent, glass tableware of certain kinds was 
coming into the country, and that they were 
unable to meet the deadly competition unless 
they cut down the wages of their men, which 
they did not wish todo. So Congress, out of 
the goodness of its heart, raised the duty to 60 
per cent ad valorem, and, in addition to that, 
reimposed the duty on packages, which 
amounted to about 5 per cent of protection. 

The protection which these manufacturers 
have now is so great that it is utterly impos- 
sible for the foreigners to compete with them 
except in a very few articles. Thus sheltered 
from outside molestation, these manufactur- 
ers proceed to do what? To compete one 
with the other, so that gradually prices mdy 
be reduced below what they were. Accord- 
ing to the McKinley theory that is the way 
they ought to behave, but they do not take 
that road. On the contrary, they have formed 
a trust and are proceeding to choke off all 
possibility of home competition. They have 
raised prices once since the Tariff bill passed, 
and there is nothing to prevent their doing it 
again. 

They promised that {f they got the increased 
protection they asked for they would give em- 
ployment at good wages to American labor.“ 
But one of the first things which they talk of, 
after forming their trust, is the advisability of 
closing some of their factories and leaving a 
number of workmen with nothing to do for 
an indefinite period. This is not calculated 
to “encourage labor or to male working- 
men vote for a party which they are told is 
responsible for legislation which is playing 
havoc with them. 

During the debates in the Senate on the Me- 
Kinley bill Senator Sherman said that if he 
saw the additional protection it gave utilized 
for the formation of trusts he would be in 
favor of punishing the offenders by the total 
repeal of all duties which aided them. There 
have been several instances of the abuse of 
excessiv> protection. They cannot all of 
them have estaped the Senator’s notice. It is 
surprising therefore that he has let them go 
by unheeded~that he has not said something 
about them, or has not asked some House 
member to introduce a bill to carry out the 
threat which he made during the last session. 
if these extra high duties on glass tableware 
were swept away the trust manufacturers 
would come to their senses speedily.

dry mixed questions with this country, among 
them the seal fisheries in the West and the 
coast fisheries in the East. Second, that it 
has decided no harm can come to its commer- 
cial interests through unlimited reciprocity.

All classes are be- 
ginning to realize that the United States never

y. Its tariff must apply to the whole out- 
side world. Its intercourse with Canada must 
remain as it is or it must be as free as it now 
is between its own States. 


THE SOUTH AMERICAN TROUBLES. 

The new year does not open very auspicious- 
ly in Cettral and South America. The old 
trouble between Guatemala and San Salvador 
has broken out again, and the former Republic, 
brooding over its recent discomfiture at the 
hands of the San Salvadorians, is biding its 
time until it shall be strong enough to make 
another attack. In Chile an ugly outbreak 
has eccurred, owing to the disturbance of the 


‘friendly relations between the President and 


Congress. The revolution may be a serious 
oné, because in this effort of the President to 
prolong his power and leadership through ap- 
pointments in spite of Congress the people 
are divided, and the army sides with the Pres- 
ident while the navy sides with Congress. 
The revolutionists are preparing to move on 
Santiago, the Capital, and the navy is block- 
ading the ports and, of course, interrupting 
alltrade. A dispatch from Chile throws the 
following light on the situation: 

The country is clamorous for a new system of 
making nominations for President. The old sys- 
tem hgs no primaries or nominating conventions. 
The candidates simply announce themselves. The 
President is elected for five years and is ineligible 
for reélection, but his tremendous power and 
patronagé enable him practically to dictate his 
successor. 

Under the Constitution President Balmace- 
da cannot be reélected, but he is determined to 
preserve his leadership by naming as his suc- 
cessor Enfuentes, a man who is only his tool 
and agent. Against this as an arbitrary act 
the Congress and a large part of the people 
have revolted and now are determined 
to amend the Constitution so that they may 
have the right to nominate their Presidents 
hereafter. 

In the Argentine Republic fresh trouble has 
broken out in the Province of Entre Rios, all 
on account of fiat money. The ex-President 
of the Republic, carried away with the ficti- 
tious promises of the English investors’ boom, 
issued fiat until credit was destroyed and gold 
went up above 200. He paid the penalty by 
losing his office, but his successor does not 
seem to have profited by his example. Instead 
of righting the situation on a healthy and legit- 
imate basis he too has gone on issuing fiat, 
keeping gold up, smashing credit, and ruining 
business until at last another revolution breaks 
out in Entre Rios, the fourth largest of the 
fifteen provinces in population and the 
second largest in production, and the 
holders of the depreciated currency are on the 
rampage. In Brazil also there is trouble ow- 
ing to diasatisfactaon with President Da Fonse- 
ea and his arbitrary acts, and insubordina- 
tion has appeared in the army. The new Re- 
public, however, is so well established that 
these grievances probably will be righted, 
while in the neighboring Argentine Republic 
the inherent wealth and productive capacity of 
the country may be relied upon ultimately to 
rescue it from its present troubles. There is 
hope for all these restless States in closer re- 
lations, acquaintance, and trade with this coun- 
try, and it may be anticipated that the nat- 
ural outcomeiof these relations will be an in- 
disposition of the people to trust themselves 
much longer to mere adventurers in politics 
and exploiters in finance. 


THE IMPENDING RUIN OF A GREAT IN- 
DUSTRY. 

Is the oyster going the way of the great auk 
and the seal? The auk has disappeared be- 
cause pirates have killed the birds and carried 
off the eggs. The seal is going the same way, 
because pirates kill the mothers and young. 
From the Atlantic coast come the same tid- 
ings of piratical depredations on the oyster 
beds. In Maryland waters there are 10,200 
boats at work on the beds, and it is impossible 
for the little oyster navy tp watch them. The 
law is Violated constantly. Thousands of 
bushels are stolen. The law provides that the 
oysters shall be culled before the boats leave 
the beds and all the spats and small oysters 
shall be thrown overboard, but the fishermen, 
in spite of the law, dredge out the beds and 
carry off everything, large and small, includ- 
ing thousands of bushels of seed oysters. 

The outcome of this ruinous business is that 
the Maryland oyster supply soon will be prac- 
tically exhausted. Fully one-half the oyster 
houses in Baltimore are already closed. Less 
than ten years ago the receipts of oysters in 
that city were 6,000,000 bushels by Jan. 1. 
Two years ago they were 4,000,000. Last year 
they were less than 2,000,000 and the quality 
the worst ever known. “At this rate of de 
crease,’’ says the Baltimore American, “ there 
will not be a million bushels caught this year, 
and the State is face to face with the destruc- 
tion of the entire industry which has been un- 
til this year the most valuable single industry 
in Maryland.” The same paper says: 

It is either reform or ruin. Already in the last 
four months the State has lost more than fifty 
thousand dollars of invested capital that has gone 
to othersections. Morethan one hundred thou- 
sand dollars has been lost in wages because of 
the shutting down of houses. Even the boats are 
going away. The mercy that has been shown be- 
cause of the desire not to be too hard on the peo- 
ple who have to make their living by oystering 
cannot be continued much longer, since it would 
mean the destruction of their own opportunities 
next year. We must save all the young oysters 
that we can, and maintain some sort of supply 


until we get a system of oyster-farming estab- 
lished in the Chesapeake and its tributaries. 


The same troubles exist in Virginia and 
North Carolina. In the former State the Gov- 
ernor is urging the appointment of a commis- 
sion to visit the States where the bivalve is 
cultivated and study their methods so as to 
inaugurate a thorough system of oyster-fatm- 
ing and save the supply before it is ruined. 
But of what avail will a commission be if laws 
are not enforced? Maryland had a commis- 
sion, but its methods are not proof against 
pirates. In North Carolina the Governor has 
called attention to the condition of the oyster- 
beds, and in his message recommends not 
only a yearly tax based upon the tonnage of 
oyster vessels but the most rigid legislation to 
protect the industry. Pirates from Maryland 
and Virginia are playing havoc in the North 
Carolina oyster-beds, and it yet may become 
necessary for all three of these States to com- 
bine for the protection of their valuable busi- 
ness which now is fast going to ruin. Under 
the present system it will oniy be a question 
of time how soon the oyster fisheries will be- 
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the industry will have to be transferred to 
other waters. Already some of the Maryland 
business has gone to Louisiana, and the New 
Orleans papers are beginning to complain of 
the same evils that have roused the Maryland 
and Virginia people. There seems to be no 
limit to human greed and hoggishness. 


THE DUTY ON CIGAR WRAPPERS, 


The New York Press says that during the 


months of October and November, 1889, the 
imports of leaf tobacco amounted to 5,390,000 
pounds, while for the corresponding months 
of last year they amounted to only 1,817,000, 
This difference was due, of course, to the im- 
mense importations in August and September 
last, when all that could be laid hands on was 
rushed over in anticipation of the heavier 
duty. As the stocks on hand begin to dwindle 
the importation of Sumatra leaf will recom- 
mence. It needs must unless people are to 
give up smoking cigars, for the American to- 
bacco-growers cannot furnish wrappers for 
more than three-fifths of the home-made ci- 
gars. 

The Press gays further: 

Surely the Connecticut farmers appreciate the 
splendid results of this legislation. In face of 
this will Connecticut be found in line with free 
trade States in 18937 The Press thinks not. 

These farmers did not show by their votes at 
the last election that they appreciated this 
legislation. There were no Republican gains 
in the tobacco-growing towns last fall. On 
the contrary there were Republican losses. 
That party lost a Congressman who had hoped 
this legislation would insure his reélection. 

The Press, like McKinley himself, is unable 
to see that the number of men who raise to- 
bacco is not as large as the number of those 
who smoke cigars, and that even if the farmer 
could be won over it would be a bad invest- 
ment if that which did it drove the latter 
away. Asa matter of fact the Democratic to- 
bacco-growers, being old birds, were not 
caught by the chaff offered them, and the Re- 
publican cigar smokers were driven into the 
enemy’s camp, Cigars have gone up in price, 
the 5-cent domestics being advanced 10 per 
cent by the manufacturers, and the price will 
stay up, for high though the duty is it will not 
result in the raising in this country of all the 
wrappers that are needed. In this case it is 
idle to talk of “domestic competition.“ The 
country simply cannot produce all the wrap- 
pers. 

It is amazing to see a paper defending some- 
thing whieh from every point of view, and es- 
pecially the political one, was the most foolish 
performance of the Republiean members of 
the Committee on Ways and Means.

AFRAID 10 
WHY THE OHIO ASSEMBLY DOES NOT 
ADOPT THE BUCHANAN BILL, 


How the Recent Gerrymander Affects the 
States Vote and Why the Bourbons De- 
lieve in Electing Presidential Electors 
by Districts—Fusionists Fixing Upon a 
Line of Action in South Dakota, While 
Senator Moody Remaius Cool—Trying 
to Patch Up a Peace, . 

Cozumevs, O., Jan. 25.—[Special.]—The 

probability of the passage of the Election 

bill by Congress has given the measure intro- 
duced by Senator Buchanan last session pro- 
viding for the election of Presidential Electors 
by districts a new lease of life in the Ohio 

Legislature, and a strong effort is likely to be 

made to enact it into a law. According te 

the recent gerrymander this would give the 

Democrats perhaps two-thirds of Ohio’s next 

Electoral vote. The resurrection of the bill 

is believed to be in line with recent, sug- 

gestions from hi mocratic authority, 
and prompted to the introduction of similar 
measures in Nebraska and Michigan. The 
only difficulty in Ohio is that another 
ture will be chosen before the Presidential 
election, and the Ohio Democrats are aftaid 
to pass the Buchanan bill, They fear such 
action would give the Republicans the Legis- 
lature sure next year, and then all of the par- 
tisan measures e _by the Democrats 
last year would be un . However, if Sen- 
ator Brice and other leaders think they can 
hold the Ohio Senate next fall the Buchanan 
bill will be passed. It would bea bold move 
on the part of the Bourbon leaders, but such 
action would place the Republicans at a great 
disadvantage during the National campaign. 

Senator Van Cleaf, who is the leader of the 
Democrats of the General Assembly and 
Chairman of the Democratic State Executive 
Committee, is out in an interview on the merits 
of the Buchanan bill. He says: I think it 
would be a good way to elect our Presidential 
Electors. If they were elected from the Con- 
gressional districts it would give a better ex- 
pression of the people. In fact, Lem in favor 
of doing away with our present election ma- 
chinery in National elections and vote directly 
for the President and Vice-President.“ 

Are you trying to scare the Republicans 
at Washington out of passing the Election bill 
with your Buchanan business!“ 

„ don’t care whether the Election bill is 
passed or not. The Republicans have enough 
members to pass it if they so desire.“ 

Did your caucus last night take action on 
the Buchanan bill?“ 

No, nothing definite. You see if the Re- 
publicans should carry the State they would 
repeal the law and it would do us no g 
There is a similar bill yy before the 
Legislature of Michigan. If our Legislature 
was elected the same as the Michigan Legisla- 
ture—two years from last November—and 
would hold over till after the Presidential 
election, it would do us some good to — the 
Buchanan bill. There are several doubtful 
States whose Legislatures, like Michigan’s, 
hold over, and if they should pass such laws 
we would be certain of some Democratic 
Electors, no matter whether these States went 
Republican or Democratic.”’ 

More than a half dozen bills for the reform 
of the election system of the State have been 
introduced in both Houses and are now in the 
hands of committees. Almost all of these 
bills have the Australian system as their cen- 
tral figure. There seems to be a determina- 
tion on the part of the members to enact a 
law instituting the Australian system of elec- 
tions in Ohio, and it has been pro —and 
the proposition will probably be carried out— 
that ail these bills be referred to a committee 
and that the committee, selecting the best feat- 
utes of all, prepare and report back the bill. 


SITUATION IN SOUTH DAKOTA, 


Fasionists Fixing Upon a Line of Action— 
How Senator Moody Feels. 

Prerre, S. D., Jan. 25.—[Special. }—Con- 
siderable speculation has been indulged in 
today regarding a new turn in the Senatorial 
situation. The fusionists are strongly talk- 
ing of fixing on either J. W. Harden or 
Speaker Seward as their choice and letting the 
ballot determine the strongest tomorrow 
without caucus. It is said that nearly if not 
all the Democrats and independent members 
have agreed to vote for the one of these two 
who shows up the greatest vote on joint ballot. 
Harden is of . pedigree while 
Seward has always figured in politics as a free 
lance. Moody takes his evident defeat caused 
by the unseating of the Lawrence County 
members coolly and desires to remain the 
caucus nominee of the Republicans until he 
or some other one is named. Senator Petti- 

rew, who has been here laboring earnestly in 
Moody's behalf, is said to feel worse over the 
situation than Moody. There is still strong 
talk of the Republicans members of the 
House seceding and organizing a separate 
body, though the more conservative regard 
this action as revolutionary. :

THE REV. MR. RICHARDS TELLS OF 
HIS WORK AMONG THE NEGROES. 


the People of This Country er Europe— 
Theolegy Doesn't Convert Them — St 
Luke’s Gospel Proves to Be the Most 
Efficacious—He Thinks the Dark Conti- 
nent Has a Great Future Before It. 

The Baptists of Chicago for the last two 
weeks have been enjoying the missionary ad- 
dresses of the Rev. Henry the sub- 
ject of the following paragraph, page 84, vol- 
ume 1, of Stanley's Darkest Africa” being 
his diary entry for April 1, 1887: 

We passed the Mongola River March 31, 
when I was myself disabled by a fit of sick- 
ness from indulging in the guavas of Congo la 
Lemba, and April 1 we traveled to Banza Man- 
teka. At the Livingstone Inland Mission Mr. 
and Mrs. Richards most kindly entertained us. 
At this place a few years’ mission work has 
produced a great change. Nearly ali the na- 
tive population had become professed Chris- 
tians and attended divine service punctually 


: with all the fervor of revivalists. Young men 


whom I had known as famous gin-drinkers 
had become sober, decent men and most 
mannerly in behavior.“ 

This was not the first time that Mr. Rich- 
ards had met Stanley in Africa; but how he 
came to meet him the first time is best ex- 
plained in his own language. 

When Stanley returned from his first ad- 
venture in Africa in search of Dr. Living- 
stone, said Mr. Richards, his accounts of 
the continent created a great furor among 
English Christians on the subject of African 
missions. The Livingstone Inland Mission 
was organized and I was one of the first par- 
ties that it sent out to the Congo country. We 
arrived at the month of the rive? in January, 
1879, and ascended tne south bank until we 
had gone about twenty miles beyond the 
Banza Manteka, when the difficulties became 
so great that we returned, I stopped at Banza 
Manteka, 150 miles from the mouth of the 
river, while my companſbus returned fifty 
miles further to Palabala, After I had lived 
at Banza Manteka three or four years I was 
instructed to proceea with three other mis- 
sionaries as far as Stanley Pool, if possible, and 
found a mission there. 1 oe! we set out to 
ascend the north bank of the river for 150 
miles more. Now, while we were — this, 
Stanley, who was on his way to found the 
Congo Free State, was making his way up the 
south bank. But we made our way through 
the country by very different methods. Stan- 
ley fought his way and sacrificed a good many 
lives, while I made my way by strategy and 
kindness, and got along just as well as he 


Where did you and he meet? 

' Where He First Met Stanley. 

% Well, when I gt to the north side of 
Stanley Pool, which, you know, is a — 
of the Congo River, sixteen miles across, 
heard that Stanley was on the south side, and 
I became very anxious to join him. But I 
had trouble on hand. I had got into a war- 
like tribe, who thought our 2 were en- 
emies, and that the onty proper thing to do 
was to kill us. They sent for their chief, and 
when he came we all ex to die. But, 
as a last rt, I determined to try flattery 
and kind on him. I ordered a fine mat 
to be b ht, and be 
on it. I called for a 
red cloth and wrapped it around him. Then 
after hanging a few mere trinkets on him I 
told him that then he looked something like 
a chief, and that I was ready to talk business. 
The poor fellow was completely overcome by 
my presents and becam@ very friendly. The 
upshot was that he commanded his men to 
take my party in canoes across the 1 to 
where Stanley was free of charge. 
my first meeting with Stanley; and afte 
maining together a few days he pushed, on 
into the interior, and I, after establishing a 
mission, left my companions there and re- 
turned to Banza Manteka.“ 

„How did your second meeting occur? 

“In April, 1887, I was still at Banza Man- 
teka, and Stanley, who was then in search of 
Emin Pasha, came ween 5 and I entertained 
him and his army the best I could for a day 
and a night. Barttelot, 1 remember, was 
much afraid of 8 and snakes, and 
had such a horror of sleeping in the tent that 
I gave him my bed in my house.“

„% Much. The interior of Africa is shaped 
like an inverted saucer. That is, it is a great 
plateau, 4,000 feet above the sea, extending

climate is hot, but on the plateau, even on 


the equator, it is a nice, comfortable country. 
Can Be Comfortable—ia the Shade, 


The thermometer ranges from 70° to 90°, and 
one can walk around comfortably all day 
with an umbrella. The ground produces all 
the tropical fruits in abundance and some ex- 
cellent vegetables. There are no horses or 
cattle, but plenty of native fowls. Luxuries 
cannot be got as yet, but the living is not 
hard. This country is typical of the whole 
is estimated at 1,300,000 
square miles, or one-tenth of Africa, and 
indeed of the whole Congo State 
opened to the trade of the world by the 
Berlin conference. That contains 3,000,000 
square miles, and is as oe! as the United 
States, including Alaska, The population of 
the Congo Valley alone is 40,000,000. It is 
bound to be a great country as soon as the 
railroad from Vivi to Stanley Pool is fin- 
ished.” 


Has the country no pests?” : 

Indeed it has. There are — lions, 
panthers, snakes, and centipedes, But the 
worst of them all is a much smaller creature, 
called the jigger. This is a minute red insect, 
common also in Central America. It gets 
under the toe-nail and produces a festering 
sore, which mn many cases takes off the entire 
toe. The natives dread it more than they do 
the savage beasts of the forest. One day 
when I was trying, with poor success, to prove 
to my people that God was love, one of them

The Color Line in Citizenship and in Prop- 
erty Holding Rights in Indian Territory 
Intruders. 

Wasmmaron, D. C., Jan. 22.—The Cherokee, 
Choctaws, and Chickasaws are much con- 
cerned with the question of what to do with a 
great army of white and mixed-blood resi- 
dents who for many years have been among 
them. Gov. W. I. Byrd, who, at the Chicka- 
saw election last summer triumphed over 
Paul, who was favored by the squaw men, or 
white husbands of Indian women, has just 
sent a Commissioner to Washington asking 
for Government aid to eject all non-citizens 
from the Chickasaw lands. Chief J. B. Mayes 
of the Cherokees nearly a year ago sent to 
Secretary Noble a similar request. 

Of the number of these carpet-baggers the 
details of the census will, perhaps, ultimately 
infogm us. The number of whites’ alone on 
the several reservations in the Indian Terri- 
tory aggregates, according to the census, 
107.987. In 1889 the agent for the five tribes 
officially reported that the intruders included 
4,000 claimants of Indian citizenship, 3,000 
sojourners and visitors, and 35,000 other 
persons, “principally refugees with their 
tamuues trom the border States, whose in- 
fluence is corrupting and their example de. 
morahzing. tt appears that this last class 
does not give so much political trouble as 
those that claim citizenship by virtue of hav- 
ing married Indian women, or of blood, who 
insist that they have full rights to the fran- 
chise and to a share in the Indian lands 
should they be allotted in severalty. 

Indeed, the prospect of such an allotment 
and the growing value of landed and other 
property among the five civilized tribes has 
made important the determination of the 
status of whites and persons of mixed blood. 
In the case of the Cherokres a 
tion of the intruders urge that 
Cherokee blood, while among the Chickasaws 
the great number of intruders and the des- 
perate character of some of them,“ according 
to Commissioner Morgan, render the problem 
difficult of solution. Among the Choctaws, 
out of 27,000 or more non-citizens, fewer than 
500 are regarded as intruders and their claims 
to zitizenship are now under consideration by 
the Interior Department. 

Doubtless much of the trouble among the 
five civilized tribes has been due to the Ind- 
ians themselves. By the treaty of 1835 the 
Government secu to the Cherokees the 
right to muke and carry into effect all such 
laws as may be necessary for the government 
and protection of the persons and property, 
within their own country, belonging to their 
people or such persons as have connected 
themselves with them.“ it was further stipu- 
lated that all persons attempting to settle in 
the country without th@r consent should be 
removed by the Government of the United 
States. is the basis of laws en- 
acted from time to time by the Cherokee Leg- 
wlature to determine whe are citizens. 
At one time they invited the North 
Carolina Cherokees to join them; and, 
in fact, many did so, including Cherokees 
from Georgia and Tennessee, who were car- 
ried on the rolls of the North Carolina Chero- 
kees. These are the persons who have been 
the main claimants to Cherokee citizenship. 
They were allowec to settle down and occupy 
and cultivate land pending action upon their

But a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States extinguished these claims of the 
Eastern Cherokees to citizenship and to a 
share in the Cherokee trust fund, holding that

Then the Interior Department interfered 
in their behalf, taking the ground that the very 
treaty which allowed the Cherokees authority 
over the property of their own citizens de- 
prived them of authority over the property of 
others; and it would not permit anything like 
spoliation, resulting from the expulsion of the 

. nge the 

gen principles gove ques- 
tion are therefore clear. First, the Indian na 
tions may determine for themselves the ques- 
tion of citizenship. Next, even if the Interior 
Department protects the property rights of 
those who become intruders through failure to 
procure citizenship, it is bound within a rea- 
sonable time to remove them under the treaty 
stipulations. Finally, the Government is it- 
self t disgusted with the intruders. 
since in the fall of 1888 it n>tified them all to 
move within six months, and at the latest re- 
turns not one of them had gone. They pre- 
ferred to stay and enjoy land free without pay- 
taxes. Accordingly, whem the more urgent 
Indian troubles elsewhere are settled, and 
when the Cherokee outlet is purchased, thein- 
truders will probably have to go. indeed 
Commissioner Morgan has al y requested 
the aid of troops for this purpose.

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


The week saw a good deal of progress toward 
an easy money situation so far as the accumulat- 
ing of large surpluses at the money centers goes. 
The Bank of England rate was reduced from 4 to 
3% per cent, which indicates an unusually easy 
situation there. A year ago the bank rate was 6 
per cent and remained at that rate till Feb. 20. 
The New York banks have piled up an immense 
surplus. The last of the New York Clearing- 
House certificates will be canceled in a few days. 
and with them disappear about the last traces 
of thé late period of extreme stringency so far as 
currency in cireulation is concerned. Not nearly 
so many people are trying to prove that the 
amount of currency is wholly inadequate to the 
needs of business. 

In spite of the growing accumulations in the 
banks all over the country and the drop in call 
loan rates in New York to merely nominal figures 
money is still tight. The Chicago banks are let-

FINANCIAL 


It has been a quiet week at the banks. A state- 
ment giving the condition of all the banks would 
undoubtedly show that during the week loans, 
deposits, and surplus reserve all increased. The 
current of money from the country has been 
strong. Country collections have continued ex- 
cellent and deposits have increased on that ac 
count. There is a steadily increasing disposition 
at the banks to extend the line of loans, and there 
is no doubt but the ate of discounts is 
larger than it has been before this year. The in- 
dications are, however, that the line of discounts 
has not increased in proportion to the increase in 
deposits, and the surplus reserve is larger 
than it has been lately. The supply of 6 per cent 
money on the street increases, but it does not yet 
amount to much. Commercial paper dealers still 
complain that the supply of paper is far 
below the demand.
